“| have long advocated 
that the FCC should have 
regulatory authority. over 


are the principal suppliers 
of programming for most 
of the major stations 
around the country,” he 
said. “| happen to believe 
that where there is little in- 
put from blacks, women 
and other minorities, the 
end product will not faith- 
fully reflect the totality of 
American life,” he said. 
On the charges that the 
FCC ‘has not pushed hard 
enough to end racial and 


Hooks noted that he had 
sometimes been outvoted 
by the other six com- 
mission members on con- 
siderations in this area. 
However, he added, the 
commission had also made 
some praiseworthy 
achievements in pushing 


the electronic media to 
hire and upgrade 
minorities. 


He emphasized that he is

Judge William Andrew 
McClain was elected

Judge McClain is a past 
master of Wesley Smith

On March 6, 1775, Prince 
Hall and fourteen other 
freemen of Boston were 


many as whites in Pontiac, 
with a smaller percentage 
of latinos.

Tony believes that most 
of the tension among 
young people was 
generated by parents 
concerned about the safety 
of their children — fears 
based upon stereotyping 
which he feels are no 
longer prevalent among 
parents or students in 
Pontiac. 

“It used to be that white 
kids would hesitate to walk 
past a group of blacks for 
fear they would say 
something that would lead 
totrouble,"’ he recalls. 
“You just don't see that 
anymore. We deal with 
each other as individuals.” 

“As for socializing," 
Tony notes, “we all got 
along okay at school 
functions, but aside from 
that we tended-—to—break 
into... groups. that were 
mainly -either black or 
white. As for friends, they 
were mainly made up of 
neighborhood friends, 
those we-call ourrunning 
buddies.’ These groups 
stuck together but it's not 
because we were uptight 
or afraid or against each 
other; it’s a natural 
choice,”’ he says.

The second 
lodge of Black Masons in 
Ohio under Prince Hall af- 
was also 
organized. in Cincinnati in 
the name of True American 
Lodge No. 26. A third 
lodge of Black Masons un- 
der Prince Hall affiliation 
was organized in Cincin- 
nati on May 20, 1848, as St. 
John's Lodge No. 27. 

On May 3, 1849, these 
three Cincinnati Lodges 
established “The Grand 
Lodge for the State of 
Ohio.” Later this name was 
changed to “The Most 
Worshipful Prince Hall 
Grand Lodge of Ohio” 
which is presently com- 
posed of 66 subordinate 
lodges. with a membership 
of approximately ten 
thousand Masons.

President Jimmy Carter has 
presented his new comprehensive 
welfare program to the public. What 
Congress will do with it before it 
becomes law, is anybody's guess. 

The new proposals are the work of 
a 32 member task force that has besn 
working on it since last January. The 
object of the new proposals is to 
move people out of the welfare 
system into either private or 
government jobs. “ 

Welfare has- become one of the 
biggest ~consumers of tax-payers’ 
money. Those-who have studied the 
new Carter proposals, say they will at” 
first add more cost.to the welfare 
program. The president says that, 
when it is fully operative, the 
Program will cost less. 

The high cost of welfare and the 
growing number of people who are 
adding to its ever increasing rolls, 
are causing more and ‘more 
taxpayers to look askance at it and 
those who are on 
welfare be made:to work. They point 
to the fact that many welfare 
recipients find it more advantageous 
not to work, Statistics reveal that 
many families are now in the third 
generation as welfare recipients, 
This means that there are adults now 
who have never had a steady job in 
their life; or no job at all. The Carter 
welfare program tries to deal 
practically with these problems. 

Vernon...Jordan._.of..the... National 
Urban League, who has been critical 
of President Carter in the past, has 
now expressed a willingness to 
cooperate in implementing the new 
Carter program. 

Vernon Jordan said: ‘‘The 
President's welfare reform package 
iS an encouraing one, and while we 
have reservations about some of its 
features, it represents an 
improvement over the present 
system. The stress on job-creation, 
the national minimum income 
support level, the additional funds 
added to the package and the 
expansion of the earned income tax 
credit, are all positive aspects. The 
administration has done the nation a 
service by today’s welfare reform 
proposal and now it is up to 
Congress to improve the 
Administration's package and to act 
swiftly and responsibly to bring jobs 
and income to the nation’s poor. 

“The National Urban League will 
cooperate. .with.the Administration 
and the Congress in efforts to 
improve this proposal so that it is 
more beneficial to the nation.”

What Congress will do with the 
Carter welfare reform program 
remains to be seen. The impression 
that Negroes are the only ones 
receiving relief is again being given 
by the news media in their reporting 
on the Carter program. 

Since there are many in Congress 
who are of this belief, there is the 
likelihood that efforts will be made 
to change or water down many 
of the liberal provisions in the 
program, However, one thing seems 
certain and that is, that some drastic 
changes are going to be made in the 
welfare program. There is no 
question._but—that—there. hasbeen 
widespread abuse of welfare, not 
only by the recipients, but by many 
social workers involved —in 
administering the program. 

There is bound to be squawking 
relative to the mandatory work 
provisions in the Carter proposals. 
By including a job program under 
welfare reform, the President wants 
to the greatest extent to assist 
people through opportunities instead 
of strictly cash assistance. 

Another work proposal in the bill, 
provides that mothers with children 
over six, must take either a part time 
job or a regular job if offered. If they 
refuse, they could lose their benefits. 

We must agree that welfare reform 
is long over due. Correcting its faults 
is not going to be easy , but this is no

A Dangerous Killer 


Sickel cell anemia is not the real killer 
disease among black people today. The 
real killer is hypertension, better known 
as high Blood pressure. For each black 
person who dies from sickle cell disease, 
over 100 die from high blood pressure. In 
hypertension - is the 


leading cause of death among the’ black 
population and the major reason blacks 
have a shorter life expectancy than 
whites 

Black people in the United Sfates are 


twice as likely to suffer from high blood 
pressure as are whites. The disease 
develops earlier in \their lives, is often 
more. severe and results in a greater 
number of deaths at a younger age. 
You may ask why are blacks so 
vulnerable to high blood pressure? Why 
does this killer disease ‘discriminate 
against black people? No one knows for 
certain, due primarily to the complexity of 
the disease. It is important therefore, that 
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each black person know about his 
vulnerability; important that he have 
blood pressure tests now and on a 
periodic basis. If he has hypertension, he 
should do something immediately about 


controlling this disease. Patients with 
hypertension can be treated with 
medication, and many live-long produc- 
tive-lives: 


Because high blood pressure often has 
no symptoms, it is one of the most 
neglected of all major health problems in 
the United States. And a major health 
problem it is. Hypertensives are three to 
five times more likely than others to have 
heart attacks, four times more likely to 
suffer crippling, or fatal attacks. Hyper- 
tension is of major significance con- 
tributing to kidney failure. Yet at the 
same time nearly every case of high 
blood pressure can now be treated effec- 
tively and kept under control with drugs.
